tuberculosis. Dr. Edward L. Trudeau,

meeting.

the council. 
There has been that in

M ahoney’s 
attitude 
that 


from the outset created suspicion as to the soundness of the law he 


propounded. 
H is zealous cham pionship of a proposition that has becom e 


the m ost notorious public graft in the com m unity put men on guard and 


led to careful investigation of the authorities. 


To begin with, the city attorney told the council that in his opin­ 


ion the city must give Mr. Gelatt the contract because it had not the 


right to readvertise. 
Then he said to certain people that the city m ight 


possibly do this without violation of the law, but that the notices and coun­ 


cil proceedings could not lawfully be printed in E nglish in a German pa­ 


per. Still later he said to friends that the council proceedings m ight le­ 


gally be printed in English in a German paper, but that the city notices 


and advertisem ents certainly could not. 


Just how this last deduction was reached is a m ystery. 
H ow ever, 


it proves the purpose of the city attorney, as the

fering from too much city attorneyship. 
The busy official is the whole 


thing at every com m ittee m eeting, council 
m eeting, 
etc. 
H e 
aspires 


to be city attorney, mayor and council. 
H e isn’t m ayor. 
N ow it is up 


to the council to show whether it, or the city attorney, is the law-m aking 


power in this city. 


A s to the m erits of Mr. M ahoney’s contentions in the present case, 


it is harder to find 
any 
real 
basis for his argum ent than it is to find 


why he wants the Leader-Press to have the printing contracts at the e x ­ 


cessive price it has named as the re suit of its conspiracy with T he Chron­ 


icle. 


T here is no controversy as to the reading of the law. In 1889 a law 


was passed providing that bids should be invited from papers P U B L IS H E D 


IN T H E E N G L ISH L A N G U A G E . In 1895 that law w as 
amended 
so 


that it now says that bids shall be invited from A L L newspapers. 
That 


was the only change made by the am endm ent, and w as obviously the thing 


amended, the intention of the legislature being to make all papers eligi­ 


ble. T his is sec. 925, 46A, R. S. 
The case of the State E x Rel Gobel, 99 W isconsin, 503, is a tax title 


case arising on sec. 675, R. S., a law pertaining to county printing, in 


which it is expressly stated that the publication to which 
the 
Gobel 


case applies m ust be done in a paper printed in the E nglish language. 


T he law does not pertain in any w ay to the question here at issue, and 


so far from covering the point, the court expressly states therein that 


it in no w ay overrules the case of W akely vs. N ichols, 16 W isconsin, 612. 


In the latter case, which is directly in point, the court held that a 


publication in the E nglish 
language in a German paper 
w as a good 


publication. A s the only later case is that cited by Mr. M ahoney, and as 


in that case the court states that it does not overrule the 
W akeley 


case, but m erely differentiates betw een that case and the case at bar, 


the dictum in the W akeley case that publication in the E nglish lan­ 


guage in a German paper is good, is still the law. 


Futherm ore, in the case on w hich Mr. M ahoney relies to win his 


point, the court, referring to sec. 675 R. S., under 
which 
that 
case 


was decided, says: “The statute requires such notice 
to 
be 
published 


also in a newspaper published in the E nglish 
language.” 
T he 
court 


m erely held that where it is expressly required, this m ust be done. 
But 


the law regulating city printing, 925, 46A, unlike sec. 675 which 
was 


there under discussion and which applies in no way to city printing, says 


expressly that “all new spapers” sh all be invited. 


T hese are the cases with which Mr. M ahoney will try to win his 


point. 
T hey are not of any im portance except as show ing the stretch of 


an active im agination. It is all over, now . 
The council either will, or will 


not, perm it Mr. M ahoney to dictate to it that it must continue to pay $1,000 


a year more for the city printing than should fairly be charged. 
And no 


m atter how it goes, w e wish to congratulate Mr. M ahoney on his m asterly 
effort to save his friend at the co st of $ 1,000 a year to the taxpayers 
w hose representatives elected him , and w ho w ill have a good long tim e 
in which to think it over before another city attorney is appointed. 


L A U G H IN G A T T H E L A W 


N othing is m ore ridiculous than an effort to force a man 
to 
tell 


on the w itness stand what the law does not com pel him to tell. N othing 


is m ore futile than the attem pt to wrench facts 
from a trust 
official 


under the present' proceedure. The federal law s are so 
ineffective 
that 


they sham e the great nation that im potently perm its its “m agnates” to 


rob the people, and to laugh with im punity at any effort to regulate or 


discipline.

these boilers at La Crosse was about 
$J,ooo above the price of ordinary 
boilers, but the La Crosse officials 
are well satisfied with the investment, 
as they showed the W inona visitors 
figures indicating that under the old 
style boilers twenty thousand tons of 
coal a year were 
burned 
whereas 
with the Scotch Marine boilers the 
fuel consumed was reduced to thir­ 
teen thousand tons. 
At the present 
time in the W inona waterworks there 
are * four boilers, but three of the 
Scotch Marine boilers it is claimed 
would be all that would be required. 
H ie W inona officials yesterday vis­ 
ited the La Crosse city hall, but were 
not very favorably impressed with it, 
and indeed the La Crosse officials ad­ 
mitted it was not exactly what they 
would have liked in that city.

£0 it looks like the 
“wish was father to the thought” in 
the case of the press announcement 
here yesterday that a scheme to end 
the strike had been agreed upon. 


Gom pe rs a n d M a y e r M e e t .

Bel. Levy Mayer, and President Gom- 
pfi’s and Clarence Barrow .

President C. P. Slnea was an unwill­ 
ing witness at the hearing on the fed­ 
eral injunction before Master-in-Chan- 
cery Sherman. 
After an examination 
lasting two hours all that Attorney 
Levy Mayer succeeded in learning was 
that Shea was 35 years old, was mar­ 
ried and had several children. 
Every 
vital question on strike issues Shea 
refused to answer on the ground that 
it might tend to criminate him. 
Among the questions which Shea re­ 
fused to answer on the ground that 
his replies 
might 
incriminate him 
were; 
“Were you present at a meeting be­ 
tween employers and labor leaders at 
the Grand Pacific hotel April ll? ” 
“Did you attend a meeting between 
employers and labor men at the Well­ 
ington hotel April 8?” 
“Were you ever at a meeting be­ 
tween employers and labor representa­ 
tives of the unions at the Wellington 
hotel?” 
“Do you know where room W at the 
Wellington hotel is?”

Mayer wanted to prove that at the 
meetings referred to above Shea threat­ 
ened to tie up the city as tight as a 
drum. After warmly attem pting to ob­ 
tain from Shea anything about these 
meetings, Mayer said: “I have sworn 
transcripts 
of 
conversations 
which 
Shea held at both these meetings. His 
words were taken down stenographical­ 
ly. In language that admits of no mis­ 
take, he uttered threats to tie up the 
business interests of Chicago. I called 
him to the stand to identify these meet­ 
ings in which he was the principal 
factor. 
I am going to read these ste­ 
nographic notes of his threats in court 
at the proper time. 
We have living 
witnesses to all that occurred there. 
We shall be able to prove all that I 
have attempted to prove by this wit­ 
ness.” 


New’ York, May 19.—Higher criti­ 
cism of the Bible was condemned as 
an “insidious disease;” the book of 
Jonah was declared to be historical 
rather than a parable, and the claim 
was made that archaeology has proven 
beyond question, the historical worth 
of the book, at the session of the clos­ 
ing day of the American Bible League 
convention.

“Effects of the Higher Criticism on 
the Ministry,” Rev. Dr. E. Fitch Burr, 
of Lyme, Conn., declared that the so­ 
called higher criticism, like a deadly 
disease, runs through various phases 
till it brings the destruction of all dis­ 
tinctively 
Christian dogma, 
lie be­ 
lieved that if it came to prevail gener­ 
ally among the ministers and the pub­ 
lic it would do infinite mischief. 
It 
would lessen the number of ministers, 
dw arf their message, and scatter their 
congregations. 


D efend* th e B ook o f J o n a h . 
“The higher critics have not only 
taken away the old views,” said he, 
“but they have added new views of 
man and his needs. 
They give us a 
new theology. We call it heresy.” Rev.

In a paper entitled “Babylonian Tes­ 
timony to tho Bible,” Professor Albert 
T. Clay, of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, said: 
“Fifty years ago the Bi­ 
ble was without confirmation from ex- 
tra-Biblical sources. 
The book was 
declared to be the work of a fiction 
writer. All is now changed. Archaeolo­ 
gy has come to the rescue. 
In re­ 
cent years the old Biblical world has 
been opened up to the light of day. 
and we find ourselves face to face with 
contemporaries of Ezekiel, Moses aud 
Abraham. 
Trustworthy records, the 
annals o.f nations that came into con­ 
tact with Israel and, Judah, show us 


that in the Old Testament we have 
facts to deal with. and not theological 
fairy tales. Parallel accounts of events 
recorded in the Bible we gather from 
the clay tablets and cylinders of the 
past, whereby the historical worth of 
the old l>ook is established.”
